Space Rocket 
Day Nearing, 
Science Hints

I rocket experts and military scien- 
; fists are moving closer to the time 
w hen they can fire a 
missile so 
high it will never return to earth. 
The latest hint of this step to 
ward the eventual development of 
an experimental satellite to move 
around the earth as does the moon 
came in a recent address by Sec­ 
retary of thc Air Force Finletter. 
The secretary said he foresees I 
the development of rocket engines 
producing 500,000 pounds of thrust. 
With such a propelling force, he 
estimated, a speed of 20,000 miles 
an hour will be reached. The alti

“ will, of course, take them out into 
space," he added 
This estimate was somewhat un­ 
der the 25,000 miles an hour which 
many scientists estimate will 
be 
required to accelerate a rocket to 
the point where momentum would 
carry it across the boundary of 
earth's gravity. 
The first objective in creation of 
an unmanned,

satellite 
would be to provide an eye-in the

Diet and Health 
Question Of Baldness 
Has Many Answers 


By HERMAN V Bt NOESEN 


Hair can be regrown on a bald 
head in special cases. However, 


baldness is due to many different 
causes, and no single treatment 


I know of will help everybody. 


Partial baldness is very com 


mon. Complete baldness of the 


head is less common but not rare 
In some. even the hair through 
out the body may be completely 
lost. 


Some people have no signs of 
hair on the body at birth 
This 
is an hereditary defect, and they 
have no hope of ever having hail 
Baldness may follow emotional 
shock after someone has a fright 
fill experience, or after s o m e 
great sorrow 


Baldness in Women 


Many times elderly women de 
vclop a baldness due to inflam 
mation of the oil glands of the 
scalp. Usually this first involves 
the front and sides of the head. 
As a rule the woman has harsh, 
dry. lustrous hair, and it thins 
gradually. In a few months, how­ 
ever, the amount of hair loss can 
show. 


In treating baldness due to a 
definite 
disease 
condition, 
we 
can sometimes make use of the 
newer drugs and treatments for 
this disease. Thus, taking extra 
thyroid extract is helpful in cer 
tarn eases where baldness is due 
to a lack of thyroid 


In others, the cause of bald 
ness is a disease of certain glands 
in the scalp. This is known as 
seborrheic dermatitis Treat i n g 
the dermatitis may help retard 
hair loss, but it will not help re 


grow lost hair. 
Massage Sometimes Helpful 


Massage of the scalp ei t h e r 
with the fingers or a mechanical 
vibrator is sometime 
a little 
helpful 
in 
encouraging 
h a i r 
growth. 
In a condition known as alo­ 
pecia! areata, the hair falls out 
in patches, and sometimes a1) 
over the head. The cause of this 
type of baldness is not known 
People with this condition be 
come 
bald 
suddenly, 
usually 
while still young. 
When this occurs in y o u n g 
adults the hair may regrow in 
time 
However, when it affects 
the hair throughout the body, 
there is little hope that the hair 
will grow back. 
Recently, a group of 22 pa­ 
tients with this type of baldness 
was given doses of cortisone, a 
newly discovered drug After tak 
ing the drug for IO weeks or 
more, 16 of the 22 grew new hair 
In a few cases 
the 
regrowth, 
though not complete, was thick 
enough to appear normal, In the 
majority, however, the new hail 
was patchy. 
It seems that in c e r t a i n 
cases where the baldness is not 
throughout the body and has not 
existed too long, cortisone may 
be helpful 
in promoting some 
new hair However, it can be used 
only in carefully selected cases 
under a physician’s care.
